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Fall courses for young people at the Cleveland Museum of Art 
range over a wide variety of subjects: a class in film-making, a 
course in story-telling and creative writing, a program in shadow 
puppet theater, and classes in clay. The majority of offerings, 
however, are related directly to the fine arts as expressed in the 
Museum's collections. New offerings this fall include 2 weekday 
classes for teenagers: a painting and drawing studio and a seminar 

on western painting, and for children: a special poetry workshop 

presented by Tony Towle, a distinguished New York poet. 

Registration for Saturday classes will be September 21 and 22 
from 2:00 to 4:30 p.m. for members of the Museum, and September 23 
from 10:00 a.m. to 3:00 p.m. for non-members. Parents must regis- 
ter in person at the Museum and young people need not be present.

There is no 
fee for the weekday classes or for the poetry workshop. All classes 
are limited in size and pupils will be accepted in order of registra- 
tion. 

The class fee for Saturday courses is $5.00 for members, or $10.00 
for non-members. The fee for the film-making class is $10.00 for mem- 
bers, or $20.00 for non-members. Saturday classes begin on October 7 
and continue through December 16.
